Yelterdayutch papers to the 23d. inflant inclufives 
were received at the office of his majefty’s fecretaries of 
ftate. Thefe papers, the writers of wh'ch can tearcely 
be fufpe&ted of fabricating any thing inimical te the caule 
of the French, contain accounts from Jourdan’s army 35 
jate as the gthinftant. By thefe accounts it appears, that 
the archduke had vigoroufly purfued his flymg foe ; that 
Jourdan, driven back to the Rhine, attermpied on the 8th 
to make a ftand on its right bank. He reteived the attack 
ef the vi€torious Auftrains, and agaim experienced a com- 
plete defeat-—fo complete that it is reafonably concluded, 
bis army is almoft wholly annihilated. On gth gen, 
Jourdan himfelf is ftated to have crofled the Rhine, with a 
imall body of attendants. The Auilriaas were faid to be 


in poflefion of Frankfort. 

* Two different Dutch Papers, of the fame date, like- 
wife fate, that Moreau had experieneed a defeat at Ingnl- 
Qadt. This circumftance is ftrongly fuppomted by proba- 
bility; for the Auftrian army under Gen. Latour, re-in- 
forced by 40,000%men, and no doubt, invigorated by the 
accovtts of the Archduke’s rapid fuccefs, would feel it- 
felf in a ftate to a& offenfively. The advices by this day’s 
Hamburgh mail confirms this {uppolition, 


The Datch papers above quoted, further flate the ac- 
counts of a vidtory, gained im the Tyrol, over the French 
army under the command of Gen. Maffena. No particu- 
jars of this affair are given ; but this account is corrobo- 
yated by advice received which ftate fome advantages gain- 
ed byghe Neapolitan army, ating in conjunétion with the 
Aufnians, im confiderable force againft the French. 

This morning arived in town the Hamburgh mail due 
on Sunday laft, It gives an ample confirmation of the news 
above Rated to have reached town yeflerday in the Dutch 


papers. 

Jourdan’s retreat and defeat are painted in ftill ftronger 
colours than they have yet appeared in this country. The 
left. wing of his army is faid, ina letter from Welel, of the 
roth, to have been entirely cut off, and that it was not 
known what had became of it. The lofs in artillery and 
baggage fultained by the French has been very great. 

Letters from Cologne of the oth, fate that a part of 
Jourdan's army had then began to crofs the Rhine, 

An article from Ratifbon of the od, contains the ace 
count of an ation having taken place on the if inft, be- 
tween the Auftrians and the French army under general 
Moreau. This aétion took place between Injolftadt and 
Geifenfeldt---Moreau was completely defeated, and the 
lofs is Rated to have been confiderable on both fides. 

This male likewife confitms the report of gen. Mafiéna’s 
defeat in the Tyrol. 

Letters have been received in the city from Leghorn, 
ftating, in pofitive terms the death of Zea, Buonsparte ; but 
no parti are mentiored. 

A letter from Bruflels of the 16th inf. fays, that the 
French were then retreating at all povats ; and that the Aul-
